Judge Stewart in his decision disposing
of the maso suys it falls within the ruling
of the Supreme Conrt in Ceawlord Coun-
Iy versas Barr, 82 Pennsylvania State
Haports, 50, Aoccordiog to the interpre-
tation of the law as made by this Court,
in all cases of sammary convietion for
drankenness, disorderly sondact, viols-
latiops under game laws, trespsss and
similar offenses, where the parties are
found guilty and seat to Jail for mon-pay -
moat of fines and oosts, the eouuty is not
liable for the costs, and the Magistrates
and constables get nothing for their work,
